I stated that this was not so 
not believe any other /vgents had made such stater 
further, that we had, to the contrary, been givei 
to conduct our investigation in an effort to establish all 
the facts to identify all persons involved. 



At this point, which was about 
Schweicker left the room and did not take 
in the interrogation. 
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Mr. Wallach had said something concerning 
the personal opinions of Agents as to a conspiracy and I 
stated I desired at that time to express my personal opinion 
that it was not a conspiracy. I stated that in my opinion, 
if Oswald had been part of a conspiracy which would have re- 
quired a great amount of detailed planning and preparation, 
then one of the basic elements of such a plan had been com- 
pletely omitted or disregarded in that after the shots were 
fired and the President killed, there was no provision made 
for Oswald's escape or for any immediate disposition of 
Oswald. Mr. Wallach did not make any comment. Mr. Wallach 
then 'asked if I had any knowledge that Oswald had been in con- 
tact with a KGB Agent prior to the assassination and I said 
I had not. .Mr. Wallach asked if I was aware that the Bureau 
had such information, and if I had known this (Oswald's alleged 
prior contact with a KGB Agent) if such would have changed 
my investigation. I answered that I had no knowledge the 
Bureau knew of the alleged contact, if any, and that if I had 
known this at the time it would have had an effect on our 
investigation, as every effort would have: been directed toward 
determining the purpose and contents of such contacts. Ke 
asked if I had had knowledge that Oswald had been in contact 
with a KGB Agent, from Depar tment 3b3 " and then asked if 1 was 
aware of what "Department 13" consisted of. I stated that I 
had absolutely no such knowledge. Mr. Wcillach explained that 
"Department 13" of the KGB had to do with assassination and 
espionage and I replied that I had no such informa.tion. 

Mr. Wallach asked if I had any knowledge of a wire- 
tap placed after the assassination on the telephone of Marina 
Oswald. I respectfully advised Mr. Wallach that 3: believed 
he was asking questions about a sensitive technique and that 
I would decline to answer such questions without approval 
and authority by the Bureau. At this point, Mr. Wallach 
placed a telephone call to Bureau Supervisor Willicim Cregar 
and advised him of my declination ~ Upon" hanging up, Mr. 
Wallach stated that Mr. Cregar had requested that I report to 
Mr. Cregar 's office upon completion of the interview and that 
in the meantime Mr. Cregar would attempt to ascertain if it 
were permissable for me to answer this question.

Mr. Walla eh asked if I could recall r 
structions to contact all my sources and in forma 
cuent to the assassination for any knowledge tha 
possessed by then concerning the assassination 
involved.

Mr. Kallach then asked me if I had knowledge 
of a disagreement be tv. con Agent Eosty and Lt. Jack JR e yiLla 
of the Dallas Police Department, if this disagreement con- 
cerned statements made by Reville and Ilostv concerning Os- 
wald's foreign relationship, contacts or something to that 
effect. I stated I had knowledge of a disagreement which 
later became a matter of public knowledge through the 
press between Reville and Eosty as to certain statements 
alleged by Reville to ’nave been made by Hosty concerning 
Oswald which statements were made in the basement of the 
Dallas Police Department the afternoon of November 22, 1563, 
shortly after the identification of and arrest of Oswald. 

I stated that to the best of my knov:ledge , I recalled Hosty 
denying having made such statements and Reville being 
quoted in the press as stating that Eosty was lynng and 
a subsequent statement by Director Hoover that the al legation:
